SAINTS left-back Dan Harding has signed f 
Championship side Nottingham Forest. 

He has signed a three-year contract and 
joins fellow new boys Adlene Guedioura, 

Danny Collins and Greg Halford at the City 
Ground, who all completed moves this week. 

“It’s brilliant, I’m really pleased,” Harding 
told the club’s official website, nottingham- 
forest.co.uk. 

“I spoke to the gaffer Sean O’Driscoll and 
liked what he had to say. I’m really excited.” 

Harding, pictured, made 25 appearances 
for Southampton last season as they secured | 
promotion to the Barclays Premier League. 

Forest chairman Omar Al Hasawi told the 
club’s official website: “We’re delighted with 
the way things are taking shape. 

“Like Adlene, Danny and Greg, Dan is an 
experienced performer and knows what it 
takes to gain promotion from the 
Championship.” 

The 28-year-old was Alan Pardew’s first 
signing as Saints boss in 2009, initially joining | 
on a two-year deal after being released by 
Ipswich Town. 

He made almost 100 appearances for 
Saints and played a big part in the back-to- 
back promotions under Nigel Adkins.

SAINTS suffered a 1-0 
defeat to Ajax as they 
resumed their pre-season 
preparations at St Mary’s. 

The Dutch side bossed the 
early stages of the game but 
Saints adapted to bring them¬ 
selves back into the reckoning. 

However, they gifted the ball 
to Aras Obiliz midway through 
the second half and he showed 
a calm head in front of goal to 
score what proved to be the 
only goal of an interesting 
game, but one which had few 
chances. 

Though the formation was 
nominally described as a 4-3-3, 
in reality it quickly became 
clear that it was the 4-3-2-1 
line-up that Nigel Adkins 
appears to be favouring ahead 
of the new season. 

Rickie Lambert was in effect 
a lone striker with Jay 
Rodriguez and Guly do Prado 
trying to get forward from the 
left and right side to support. 

Saints were struggling to 
even get a touch of the ball 
early on. 

Ajax were, as expected, a 
good team, but Saints’ forma- 
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tion did get plenty of players 
behind the ball, albeit deep 
inside their own half, which 
meant they conceded posses¬ 
sion in large areas of the pitch. 

Siem De Jong had a half 
chance after being picked out 
by a near post corner but he 
flicked his header over the bar. 

Saints looked as though they 
were going to execute their 
plan having soaked up so 
much pressure and then 
threatening to score on the 
break. 

Danny Fox swung in a terrif¬ 
ic cross from the left on 20 min¬ 
utes but it was just slightly 
behind Lambert who tried to 
hold it up and get it back to 
Adam Lallana to score but 
Ajax were able to get it away. 

As Saints started to enjoy 
their best spell in the game 


midway through the first half 
Rodriguez did get the ball in 
the net after a through ball 
from Do Prado but the flag was 
up for offside and it didn’t 
count. 

Lambert tried an optimistic 
effort from 35 yards on the half 
volley but it whizzed wide of 
the goal. 

Saints created their best 
opening of the game on the half 
hour mark. 

Nathaniel Clyne was starting 
to get forward and get into the 
game and was found by 
Lallana. 

The right back did well to cut 
the ball back to James Ward- 
Pro wse but Ajax keeper 
Kenneth Vermeer was quick 
off his line to save at his feet. 

Do Prado tried to score with a 
wonder strike on 37 minutes 
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NIGEL Adkins opted for a 4-4-3 forma¬ 
tion as Saints’ pre-season preparations 
stepped up a gear against Ajax. 

The Saints boss has been looking at 
different formations ahead of the club’s 
return to the Premier League to diversify 
from the 4-4-2, with either a flat or a 
diamond midfield, that has dominated

their successive promotion winning 
campaigns. 

Having had a good look at playing a 
lone striker with two just off him, Adkins 
decided to try a slightly more attacking 
variation of the formation, starting with a 

4-3-3 with Guly do Prado and Jay 
Rodriguez either side of Rickie 

Lambert. 

Nathaniel Clyne was handed his first 
taste of St Mary’s action as a Saints 
player while young James Ward-Prowse 
was also given the chance to impress in 
the heart of the midfield trio. 



but it was well wide. 

Up the other end Toby 
Alderweireld had to stretch to 
reach a right wing cross but 
that meant he couldn’t get his 
header on target. 

Lambert got a good strike on 
the ball two minutes before the 
break but it took a deflection 
and flashed past the target. 
Saints had managed to 
change the way the game 
was going, from struggling 
to get on the ball early on 
to looking the more like¬ 
ly to score later on in the 
first half. 

However, when the 
half-time whistle 
went a first 45 min¬ 
utes that contained 
virtually no gen¬ 
uine chances 
came to an end. 

Both sides 
made a change at the 
break with Frazer Richardson 
replacing Clyne at right back 
for Saints while Viktor Fischer 
came on for Derk Boerrigter 
for Ajax. 

Saints started the second half 
brightly with Do Prado whip¬ 
ping in a low cross from the

right that Rodriguez had the 
chance to turn home from 
close range but couldn’t quite 
readjust himself in time and 
saw the ball hit his knee and 
bounce away. 

Lambert was picked out by a 
Lallana corner on 53 minutes 
but headed it tamely to the 
keeper. 

Saints were playing well and 
keeping the ball - so it came as 
a shock when Ajax took the 


lead on 65 minutes. 

Jose Fonte played a poor pass 
out as Saints needed to clear 
their lines and only picked out 
Aras Ozbiliz. 

He played a quick one-two 
with Kolbeinn Sigporsson and 
made no mistake when in 
behind with the finish, going 
low across Kelvin Davis and 
into the far corner for 1-0. 

Fischer opted to cross rather 
than shoot when he broke for-

ward moments later but Jos 
Hooiveld was in the right place 
to clear behind. 

Saints made a triple change 
on 70 minutes with Billy 
Sharp, Luke Shaw and Paulo 
Gazzaniga replacing Lambert, 
Fox and Davis with all three 
direct replacements. 

Sharp might have equalised 
just two minutes after being 
introduced. 

A decent run saw him picked 
out by a lobbed pass over the 
top which he brought down on 
his thigh. 

However, he could never 
quite get himself in a position 
to shoot with the ball at his feet 
and in the end Vermeer was 
able to get down and get a hand 
on it and the ball was hacked 
clear. 

Ajax worked a decent open¬ 
ing on 78 minutes as the Dutch 
side drilled a corner outside 


the area to Ozbiliz who took a 
touch and curled in a left foot¬ 
ed shot that Gazzaniga had to 
turn wide diving away to his 
right. 

Saints made another triple 
change two minutes later with 
Dean Hammond, Jason 
Puncheon and Richard 
Chaplow coming on for 
Morgan Schneiderlin, Lallana 
and James Ward-Prowse. 

Ozbiliz came close again on 
81 minutes when Gazzaniga’s 
poor ball out directly found the 
goalscorer. He needed no sec¬ 
ond invitation to shoot but 
fired just wide. 

Fischer cut in from the left 
and curled an effort towards 
goals but it went narrowly 
wide. 

There were another two sub¬ 
stitutions for Saints with five 
minutes remaining as Calum 
Chambers and Steve De Ridder 
replaced Do Prado and 
Rodriguez. 

Saints managed to see plenty 
of the ball in the closing stages 
but the rhythm of the game 
had been disrupted by all the 
changes and they couldn’t cre¬ 
ate an opening to take a result 
away from the game as well as 
the valuable lessons that had 
been learned. 

They now have a further 
week to work on things before 
hosting Wolves at St Mary’s 
next weekend.

SOUTHAMPTON Solent 
University have more reason 
than most to take a keen inter¬ 
est in next season’s Premier 
League, writes ADAM LEITCH. 

The Lawrie McMenemy 
Centre for Football Research 
have landed even more gradu¬ 
ates in roles with top flight 
clubs ahead of the big kick-off. 

The latest to get his chance 
is football studies graduate 
Daniel Simpson, who will be 
working as a recruitment ana¬ 
lyst for West Brom. 

Higher up the division’s 
glamour list comes Champions 
League winners Chelsea who 
now have no fewer than three 
graduates on their books. 

Kane Cowburn, Marlon Fahy 
and Max Fouracre are all at 
Stamford Bridge in the interna¬ 
tional, scouting and coaching 
departments respectively. 

Football studies graduate 
Sam Hall will be part of the 
set-up at promoted Reading, 
landing a job as senior perfor¬ 
mance analyst for the Royals 
academy, while football stud¬ 
ies with business student 
Jeremy Fox was part of the 
team that provided analysis 
during last season’s promotion 
winning campaign.

Centre for Football Research 
has even had a 
hand in 
Saints’ 
recent suc¬ 
cess, pro¬ 
viding 
pro¬ 
grammes 
of testing 
to allow 
close moni¬ 
toring of the 
players in 
order that

train in a more effective man¬ 
ner. 

The LMCFR board member 
and Head of Sport Science, Dr 
Stewart Bruce-Low, said: “We 
are absolutely delighted the 
hard work of all the backroom 
staff and players paid off to 
ensure promotion. 

“The team at the Centre for 
Health, Exercise and Sport 
Science have worked hard with 
Nick Harvey to help him deliver 
the best training support to the 
players. 

“As the relationship grows 
between the University and 
Southampton FC, we hope to 
develop and improve the work 
we do further this coming sea¬ 
son, which we hope will help in 
some small way ensure Saints 
remain in the Premier League.” 

Speaking of the Chelsea 
appointments, LMCFR Director 
Dr Richard Elliott added: “It is 
testament to our football 
degrees that our graduates are 
of a caliber that attracts clubs 
like Chelsea to employ them. 

“All three of the students who 
have been employed by 
Chelsea have worked extreme¬ 
ly hard during their time with 
us. 

“I hope that they will have 
long and happy careers in the 
industry.”

YOU have to love pre season 
friendlies. 

A bigger waste of time in the foot¬ 
balling calendar I have yet to see. 

Surely only the hardened football 
fans can see beyond the haze of alco¬ 
hol and holiday exhaustion and actu¬ 
ally take note of the players and how 
they perform. 

My experiences of overseas pre sea¬ 
son friendlies consist of saying ‘hello’ 
to the usual suspects who fanatically 
follow Saints home and away, watch¬ 
ing the new players and then forget¬ 
ting who they were after a night out 
on the town. 

That said, just when did actually 
watching a pre season game give us 
any indicator as to what to expect 
that coming season? 

Good starts inevitably lead to slug¬ 
gish, leaden league starts and poor 
starts are just ignored as being “just 
typical Saints.” 

Pre season games are purely an 
excuse to look at that rare and noble 
group of players for whom pre season 
games are just about the only time 
they’ll ever get a run out for a profes¬ 
sional football club. 

Southampton FC was always awash 
with players who never made it past 
the reserves despite turning heads 
pre season. 

Just how many players did Saints 
sign for a “bargain” £1 million only to 
give them away the following year? 

There have been several disgrun¬ 
tled posts on various Saints message 
boards across the world that Saints 
haven’t acquired a “marquee sign¬ 
ing” that would turn heads and 
announce that Saints are back in the 
big time. 

I must be in a minority of one, glad 
that Saints haven’t bought in 
Premiership experience and raided 
the relegated clubs for their so called 
best players. 

Relegated clubs are relegated for a 
reason.... They weren’t good enough 
and their shining lights weren’t 
bright enough to save them from 
their fate. 

£10 million for Wolves’ Matt Jarvis? 

In what bizarre, twilight world is 
Matt Jarvis worth that staggering 
sum? 

I wouldn’t pay you £10 million for 
their entire squad, let alone one play¬ 
er. 

I don’t want Saints to be signing 
players who just weren’t good 
enough for the Premiership. 

I want them to be signing players 
who are desperate to be in the 
Premiership, for whom playing in the 
top flight is a privilege not a right, 

and for whom this is their big 
chance. 

Saints are looking quite adventur¬ 
ous in the transfer market. 

The signing of Rodriguez is a bold 
one. 

It may seem like a large transfer 


fee right now but should he get 15 
goals this season then it’ll be an 
absolute steal. 

Unlike Liverpool, whose transfer 
activity just defies all logic. 

You pay waaaay over the odds for 
an up and coming striker, he finally 


starts to justify his price tag and 
shows great promise for England, 
and what do you do? 

Look to sell him for an astonishing 
£15 million loss after just one year. 
Absolutely stark raving bonkers, 
I’ll pass on taking criticism from 


Liverpool fans on who we buy or 
don’t buy. 

The startling truth is that every 
single top club has expensive skele¬ 
tons in their cupboards, players that 
cost millions of pounds and then cost 
them millions to get rid of.

THERE has been a quickening of 
the tempo in the transfer market 
in recent days. 

Perhaps the most ambitious of all 
the European clubs is Serie A cham¬ 
pions Juventus who, according to 
reports, plan to bring Robin van 
Persie and Liverpool’s Luis Suarez to 
Italy. 

Juventus’s first enquiry was 
rebuffed by Arsenal but they are pre¬ 
pared to offer a package worth 
£190,000 a week and believe the pos¬ 
sibility of linking Van Persie with 
Suarez is a turning point in negotia¬ 
tions. 

If they do secure Van Persie’s sig¬ 
nature, Juventus would allow 
Alessandro Matri to move to AC 
Milan, raising the necessary funds 
for an approach for Suarez. 

The Liverpool striker is under con¬ 
tract at Anfield but the Reds are keen 
to tie him down to a longer deal. 


The 25-year-old has scored 15 
goals since joining Liverpool in 
January 2011 and is undoubtedly a 
skilful frontman but one I do not 
believe will score on a regular 
basis. 

He’s a maker of chances rather 
than a taker. Manager Brendan 
Rodgers is keen to keep the 
Uruguayan international and has 
held preliminary talks with the play¬ 
er as negotiations continue over his 
new contract. 

But that would not frighten away 
Juventus, who believe a bid of £28m 
may tempt Liverpool into negotia¬ 
tions. 

On a sentimental front, I was sad to 
hear news that Tim Cahill has 
agreed to join New York Red Bulls. 

The Major League soccer team paid 
a reported £lm for the 32-year-old, 
who has spent eight years at 
Everton. 

It was Cahill’s outstanding form in 


2004, including three goals that 
helped Millwall to that year’s FA 
Cup final - having joined the club 
from his home town side Sydney 
United on a free transfer - that 
brought him to Everton’s attention. 

Millwall eventually lost 3-0 at the 
Millennium Stadium and Cahill 
joined Everton later that summer. 

He is not the tallest yet a number of 
his goals were scored through his 
ability to outjump defences. 

He will be sadly missed at Goodison 
Park where he has been a real 
favourite for the best part of a 
decade. 

Like their north London rivals, 
Tottenham are having problems 
keeping hold of one of their star play¬ 
ers. 

While the Van Persie saga is yet to 
run its course at Arsenal, Luka 
Modric has thrown his toys out the 
pram at White Hart Lane. 

The Croatia international is trying 


to force the issue of a transfer to Real 
Madrid. 

Modric has dug his heels in. He did 
not report for training on Friday and 
was not on the flight to Los Angeles 
with the rest of the squad on 
Saturday. 

The upshot of his behaviour is that 
Spurs fined him two weeks’ wages, a 
reported £80,000. 

Quite right too. He’s paid to play for 
Spurs and what is more damaging 
from the former Dynamo Zagreb 
player is that four years are left on 
his contract. Andre Villas-Boas 
hopes the situation does not drag on 
as he prepares his side for the forth¬ 
coming season. 

The sticking point is that Spurs are 
insisting on a £40m fee. Up to now 
Real Madrid have offered a reported 
£27m plus add-ons. 

I endorse the club’s stance. 
Modric’s attitude leaves a lot to be 
desired.

MIDDLESBROUGH’S 
Riverside Stadium gave us 
the first glimpse of what we 
can expect from Great 
Britain’s footballers at the 
Olympics. 

The Brazilians produced 
a sparkling, free-flowing 
performance that GB could 
not get to grips with. 

They went on to a com¬ 
fortable 2-0 win. Believe it 
or not, the cream of Brazil 
has never won Olympic 
gold. 

This year their prepara¬ 
tions have been intense 
with the final objective 
being to win the 2014 World 
Cup as hosts. 

Brazil’s national side has, 
in recent years, taken on a 
European look largely 
down to the number of 
players at European clubs. 

It was so refreshing to see 
the younger generation, 
the likes of Neymar and 
Oscar, lead GB a merry 
dance. 

Their inter-play and flair 
caused mayhem and made 
GB look what they are - a 
bunch of players thrown 
together at the last 
moment. 

They also struggled in the 
last third although it was 
encouraging to see Daniel 
Sturridge recover from 
viral meningitis, fortunate¬ 
ly spotted at an early stage 
by Chelsea’s medical team. 

Apart from Sturridge, GB 
manager Stuart Pearce has 
very few positives to focus 
on. 

There is plenty of room 
for improvement after the 
1-1 draw against Senegal 
ahead of Sunday’s game 
against the UAE at 
Wembley. 

On a positive note, at 
least we cannot face Spain 
or Brazil till the semis. 

Perhaps GB’s chances 
were best summed up by 
Craig Bellamy, when he 
said: “Thank goodness 
Brazil are not in our 
group.”

Groves is the seventh perma¬ 
nent manager Fletcher has 
worked under since he first 
signed for Cherries from home¬ 
town club Hartlepool 20 years 
ago. 

And although he is believed to 
be the oldest outfield player in the 
Football League, Groves insists 
Fletcher still has a crucial role at 
the club. 

Fletcher, Cherries’ record 
appearance-maker, will be vying 
for a place alongside Frank 


Demouge, Lewis Grabban, Josh 
McQuoid, Matt Tubbs and Wes 
Thomas. 

Groves said: “He will play a key 
role because he will play a part off 
the pitch as well as on it. It 
remains to be seen how much he 
plays because there is strong 
competition in that area which is 
what you want. 

“But he has attributes that 
some of the other players don’t so 
that has got to be good. 

“His attributes will cause prob¬ 
lems for certain teams and we 


will look at that. We have to look 
at what we have got in the mix 
with all of our strikers. 

“You have to be dedicated to the 
cause to still be playing at 40. In 
some ways, it helps Steve because 
his strengths are his power and 
his ability to bring others into 
play. Although you have to be 
able to get around the pitch in the 
modem game, you don’t always 
have to charge around. 

“His attributes have enabled 
him to play as long as he has.” 

Fletcher, whose current con¬ 


tract has 12 months to run, had 
been facing an uncertain future 
under previous boss Lee 
Bradbury who allowed him to go 
on loan last season. 

Groves added: “People under¬ 
estimate what he brings to the 
dressing room. He is a fantastic 
character and a pleasure to have 
around. 

“He has a big value to the club 
and uses his experience in the 
right way. 

“You can have experienced 
players but it is about how they 
use that experience. 

“Steve uses it to try to help the 
younger ones and help the dress¬ 
ing room. I have got nothing but 
praise for him. 

“For someone of his age to still 
be playing and contributing what 
he does is all credit to him.”

TWO former Saints players are 
part of the biggest rebuilding job 
in the bottom half of the Football 
League. 

Lee Holmes and Richard Wright, 
below, are among 13 new players 
brought to League 1 club Preston 
North End this summer. 

Outspoken manager Graham Westley 
has totally rebuild the Lilywhites 
squad in recent weeks. 

And that is no surprise given his 
scathing comments about the players 
he inherited when he replaced Phil 
Brown as manager earlier this year. 

“Everybody wants success and the 
key is to know what it takes to get 
success,” Westley said back in 
April. 

“This playing squad hasn’t 
got a clue what it takes to get 
success. 

“Every day I see standards 
that show me they haven’t 
got a clue what winning is 
all about. 

“That’s going to be a thing of 
the past. 

“We’re going to see people rais 
ing the bar every day they come to 
work, people who are enthusiastic and 
privileged to be a part of what they’re 
part of, and fighting with every ounce 
of sweat and blood in their body to 
make sure that we’re a success.” 

Holmes, who made just 29 appear¬ 
ances for Saints in four frustrating 
years at St Mary’s, is still only 25 years 
old. 

He seems to have been around for 
much longer, and actually made his 
Football League debut for Derby aged 
just 15 years and 298 days in 2002. 

Having spent time on loan at both 
Oxford United and Swindon last 
season, the ex-England youth 
international will be desper¬ 
ately hoping to put down 
roots in the north west. 

As for Wright, he is still 
fondly remembered at

St Mary’s for his loan spell towards the 
end of 2007/08. 

Brought in from Ipswich by manager 
Nigel Pearson, Wright helped Saints 
avoid relegation. 

He was even voted away player of the 
year by the Saints’ travelling fans, 
even though he only appeared in a 
handful of games! 

Both Holmes and Wright must be 
aware that Westley, a former 
Farnborough boss, does not suffer 
fools gladly.

CHAIRMAN Eddie Mitchell has 
defended Cherries’ decision to 
sell the club’s stadium naming 
rights to a newly-formed Surrey- 
based business. 

Dean Court - the club’s home 
since 1910 - will be known as 
the Goldsands Stadium after 
Cherries struck a deal with 
Goldsands Management. 

The company, which offers a 
private concierge service, is 
understood to have paid around 
£50,000 to have its name above 
the door for two years. 

Mitchell openly admitted he 
knew little about Goldsands 
Management and revealed the 
deal had been brokered by “a 
mutual friend”. 

The news received a lukewarm 
reception from some Cherries 
supporters with a number saying 


they would continue to refer to 
the ground as Dean Court. 

Mitchell said: “I don’t think the 
stadium will be anything other 
than Dean Court to most people 
and probably to everybody deep 
down. 

“But when you have got the 
opportunity to sell the space and 
the name, it is an attractive 
proposition because it is visible 
and will be in the press. 

“We have taken the opportuni¬ 
ty to sell the name and are very 
pleased we have found these 
people to come in and take it on. 


They have paid up front, which 
was good for us, and it is a fig¬ 
ure that has superseded any¬ 
thing we have had before for the 
stadium rights. 

“We don’t know a lot about the 
company but they want to come 
to the area. 

“From what I believe, they spe¬ 
cialise in man-management and 
look after wealthy people and 
sports people. 

“They have got quite a client 
base but not in this area and 
want to move across the south 
coast. 


“The first instruction came from 
a mutual friend and it just so 
happened our stadium was 
available at the time. There are a 
lot of wealthy people in and 
around the area and that is prob¬ 
ably what attracted them to us.” 

Goldsands managing director 
John O’Neill said the company, 
which has an option to extend 
the agreement into a third year, 
offered “bespoke life tailoring for 
premium members - sports men 
and women in particular”. 

Dean Court was named after 
Mr J E Cooper-Dean who grant¬ 
ed the club a long lease on land 
in Kings Park in 1910. He was 
eventually made president. 

The stadium naming rights 
have since been taken by 
Fitness First, Classic Eyes and 
Seward.

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Can Tom and 
Pete prevent 
China clean 
sweep? 


CHINA will bid to go one better than four 
years ago and scoop all the medals in 
the Olympic diving pool over the next 
fortnight. 

In Beijing only Matthew Mitcham 
denied them a home clean sweep after 
the Australian upset the odds to win in 
the men’s 10 metre platform. 

It is in the same discipline, diving’s 
blue riband event, that China face the 
toughest test to win all eight gold 
medals on offer - a feat they managed 
at last year’s World Championships. 

World champion Qiu Bo is the man 
to beat on the highest board but faces 
stiff competition from local hopeful 
Tom Daley, who is set to be spurred 
on by a 17,500-strong crowd at the 
Aquatics Centre. 

Daley enters the Games in career- 
best form after being crowned World 
Series and European champion in the 
past six months while he has also 
twice improved his personal best to cut 
the gap behind first-time Olympian Bo. 

While the 18-year-old still believes he 
is fighting for silver behind Bo, Daley 
hinted that his experience of compet¬ 
ing in Beijing could prove a decisive 
factor. 

“Normally in diving silver is gold 
because the Chinese dominate every¬ 
thing,” said Daley, who beat Bo to win 
the platform world title in 2009. 

“But you never know what can hap¬ 
pen in the Olympic Games. 

“Qiu Bo hasn’t done an Olympic 
Games. This is his first Olympic 
Games. 

“There were so many lessons I 
learned from Beijing. For me the main 
thing coming into these Games is my 
mindset. I've got a lot 
more psychological 
experience. 

“Qiu Bo I think 
has been unbeat¬ 
en for the past 
couple of years 
individually. But in 
the past few years 
I’ve learned all the 
dives that he’s got so 
we’ve got the same degree of difficulty. 

“So it’s just going to be about who 
performs it best on the day.” 

In the synchro competition, which 
takes place on Monday, teenage first¬ 
time Olympians Zhang Yanqan and 
Cao Yuan will also bid to fend off a 
strong field. 

The duo did not compete at last 
year’s World Championships to offer 
hopes for the likes of runners-up 
Patrick Hausding and Sacha Klein, 
from Germany, while Daley will team 
up with 2004 Olympic silver medallist, 
Southampton’s Pete Waterfield, pic¬ 
tured above. 

The diving competition will then fin¬ 
ish on the penultimate day of the 
Games with the much-anticipated 
clash between Bo and Daley set to be 
further enhanced by the recently- 
returned Mitcham, who has been side¬ 
lined by injury for the past couple of 
years.

THERE are already so many 
amazing athletes in the 
Athlete’s Village. It is always so 
exciting to see them all, either 
in the food hall, games room, or 
even just sitting outside in the 
sun. 

The best thing about Beijing was 
that everyone was on the same level. 
There is a perception of people that 
are really famous, and obviously 
they are, but when you are at an 
Olympics it’s as if status doesn’t mat¬ 
ter. 

I remember passing Paula Radcliffe 
and she straight away spotted that 
we were in GB kit and came up to us 
and asked what sport we were from 
and wished us good luck. It was so 
amazing. I will be happy to sit next to 
any member of Team GB. It will be so 
interesting to find out what their 
sport is and meet lots of different 
people. 

I already know a few people from 
other sports. One of the beach volley¬ 
ball girls, Zara Dampney, and I were 
at camp together years ago. She 
Tweeted at me earlier this year and I 
couldn’t believe that it was her. 
When we were at camp myself, Zara, 
and a guy called Garth, were almost 
inseparable, we got on so well. It has 
been so funny talking about it with 
her and it’s so great that I will get to 
see her at the Olympics too. 

I’m sharing my room with Beth 
Storry, who I shared with in Beijing. 
We are best friends outside of hockey 
as well so it is nice that we get to 
spend that time together. 

I’m looking forward to being able to 
reminisce from Beijing. We’ve 
always roomed together, and I think 
it’s great because it’s really impor¬ 
tant to be comfortable with who 
you’re rooming with. 

People may not realise how much 
time we spend in our rooms at tour¬ 
naments. All the hard work has been 
done in training, so actually when 
you’re competing there is quite a lot 
off downtime. And most of that 
downtime is either spent refuelling 
at meals or in your room. So it helps 
when you both like the same kinds of 
films or TV shows. We’ve brought 
Grays Anatomy with us for the 
Games; we have taken it to other 
tournaments before and we both love 
it. 

Shows like 24 are amazing, but can 
also be so addictive. Sometimes I 
think the more captivating shows 
are bad for tournaments because 



obviously we need to rest, but after 
one episode we are so hooked that we 
want to put on the next episode. We 
took Prison Break with us to the 
World Cup and that was totally 
addictive. We had to be strict with 
ourselves and turn it off, even 
though we were itching to find out 
what happened next. 

When it comes to the competition 
here at the Games, our main rival to 
begin with will be Holland because 
they are in our pool. That will defi¬ 
nitely be our toughest game. They 
are number one in the world and are 


going to be really tough. If we make 
the cross overs and semi-finals, the 
toughest opponent will probably be 
Argentina. We lost to them in the 
Champions Trophy final early this 
year, so it will be a challenge but I 
know the girls will be fully up for it. 

The level of hockey at the moment 
around the world is so high, so every 
game we play is going to be tough 
and we know we are going to have to 
bring our A game if we are going to 
do well. The good thing is that we 
play our best when we are playing 
against really tough opposition, so 


that is unbelievably exciting and I 
can’t wait to get started.

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Cavendish rues anti-British alliance 


WORLD champion Mark Cavendish 
claimed Great Britain have become 
victims of their own success after 
rival teams appeared content to see 
him lose the Olympic road race, 
rather than win it themselves. 

Cavendish, pictured left, a winner 
of 23 Tour de France stages, was 
among the favourites for the 250-kilo- 
metre event, which included nine 
ascents of Surrey’s Box Hill. 

But his adversaries conspired 
against the British team and the 27- 
year-old from the Isle of Man fin¬ 


ished 29th, 40 seconds behind, as con¬ 
troversial Kazakh Alexandr 
Vinokourov triumphed on The Mall, 
with Colombia’s Rigoberto Uran sec¬ 
ond and Norway's Alexander 
Kristoff third. 

“It seems like most teams are 
happy not to win as long as we don’t 
win,” Cavendish said. 

“It’s the story of our lives in 
cycling. It shows what a strong 
nation we are. We’ve got to take the 
positives from that and take it as a 
compliment.” 


Cavendish had described Britain’s 
five-man squad as the “dream team”, 
featuring Tour winner Bradley 
Wiggins, Chris Froome, David Millar 
and Ian Stannard. 

All four had ridden in support of 
Cavendish when he won the World 
Championships road race in 
Copenhagen last September, but this 
task was tougher, according to 
Millar and Wiggins. 

And despite phenomenal support 
from his four British teammates a 
late breakaway stayed clear and 


Vinokourov, who served a two-year 
ban until 2009 for blood doping, won 
the sprint for the line. 

Millar said: “We rode the race we 
said we were going to race and there 
was a slim chance that we were going 
to pull it off. 

“When every other team is racing 
with the sole tactic to thrash our race 
up, it’s very hard to do it. 

“We expected that, we can’t com¬ 
plain. Everyone knew what we were 
going to try to do and it was their job 
to try to derail us, which they did.”

We can still beat Germans to gold, reckons Foad 


JAMES Foad and the British 
men’s eight admit Olympic gold 
is currently hanging above the 
heads of the German crew after 
the opening heats at Eton 
Domey Lake. 

However, with the medals not 
being decided until Wednesday, 
Foad and co are confident they can 
navigate the repechage and use the 
extra race to upset the favourites, 
writes BEN BAKER. 

Britain were drawn in the same 
heat as Germany, as the London 
2012 rowing events officially got 
under way today but couldn’t cross 
the line first to progress straight to 
the final. 

Instead it was Germany who took 
victory, leading from start to finish 
to clock a time of 5:25.52 minutes 


with Foad and co trailing just over 
two seconds behind in second. 

Germany now advance straight to 
Wednesday’s final with the British 
eight returning for the repechage 
round on Monday - not that Foad is 
overly concerned about it. 

“I think a real positive from the 
race was certainly the second 
1,000m where we managed to keep 
up with the Germans,” said 
Southampton’s Foad. 

“I think that is something we have 
improved on from the World Cup 
season but I honestly don’t think we 
are there yet. 

“We have come here to win gold 
and gold only and at the moment we 
aren’t quite there as we are still 
behind the Germans but we have 
certainly got something to go and 
build on.” 

Foad knows all too well the power 


of the German eight having finished 
behind them at both his World 
Championship appearances since 
rowing in the British crew in 2010. 

The 25-year-old won silver in New 
Zealand in 2010 and again in 
Slovenia in 2011 and cox Phelan Hill 
believes the atmosphere in London 
is comparable to that of the world’s 
two years ago. 

“The noisiest atmosphere I had 
ever experienced before this was at 
the 2010 World Championships in 
New Zealand,” said Hill. 

“I think the organising committee 
has done a solidly fantastic job of 
taking some of those lessons 
learned and bringing them over 
here. 

“The noise is really quite some¬ 
thing. Before I would have said 2010 
was the benchmark but this has 
taken it to another level, having 


stands on both sides really creates a 
wall of noise. 

“Obviously right now we are think¬ 
ing about the repechage and our first 
job is to get into the final and then we 
can start thinking about the final 
and the messages we are going the 
send to the other crews.”

AMIR Khan has tipped Great Britain’s 
boxers to break the nation’s post-war 
record by winning “seven or eight 
medals” at the London 2012 Games. 

Britain’s ten-strong squad began com¬ 
petition at the ExCel Centre this weekend 
with high hopes of overhauling the 1956 
squad who brought home five medals 
from Melbourne. 

Among performance director Rob 
McCracken’s squad of seven men and 
three women are a number of favourites 
in their respective events. That is in stark 
contrast to 2004, when a 17-year-old Khan 
was Britain’s only boxing representative. 

The Bolton youngster captured the pub¬ 
lic’s imagination en-route to a superb sil¬ 
ver in Athens, and he admitted there is a 
tinge of regret that he cannot be part of a 
home Olympics. 

“There’s definitely part of me that wish¬ 
es I was competing in these Games,” he 
said. 

“If I had that chance it would be a 
dream come true, because to have the 
Olympics in England is massive. It’s one 
of those things. I’m happy with what I’ve 
done anyway and happy with the decision 
I made because I’ve been a world champi¬ 
on, I’ve held two world titles. So I’ve 
achieved a lot up to now. But I would have 
loved to have gone to these Olympics. 

“I’ll still be a part of it because I’m an 
ambassador for the Games. It’s an honour 
that they have not forgotten me and that 
they’ve kept me as part of the Olympics.” 

The likes of Luke Campbell, Anthony 
Joshua, Andrew Selby and Savannah 
Marshall are all expected to medal in 
style, and Khan agrees there is plenty of 
reason for optimism. 

“Our team can do very well," he said. 
“We have ten qualifiers, seven guys and 
three women - one of the women 
(Marshall) is a world champion. 

“The guys are amazing fighters. We 
have a very good chance of winning prob¬ 
ably seven or eight medals. I think that’s 
what we can aim for. 

“Let’s hope our guys do it. They work 
hard. 

“I hope I can inspire them in any way 
possible because then, hopefully, they can 
make themselves big names and then one 
day turn professional and become finan¬ 
cially secure for themselves and their 
families.”

12 years before Natascha topped the 
podium with her team-mates in Athens. 

Their father Carsten was a member of 
West Germany’s winning team at the 
1972 Games in Munich while grandfa¬ 
ther Erwin won silver on home soil at 
the 1936 Olympiad in Berlin. 

Brother Florian is the most recent 
family member to win a gold medal, 
having triumphed at the 2008 Games in 
Beijing.

CANADA’S Olympic team have brought 
an unusual mascot to the Olympic vil¬ 
lage - a giant red model of a moose. 

The moose was one of two mascots 
used by Team Canada at the Vancouver 
Winter Games in 2010 - its twin at the 
Whistler skiing site has been sold for 
charity.

The Valiant Cricketer 

The Biography of Trevor Bailey 
By Alan Hill

Valiant. It’s a word rarely aired in sport¬ 
ing circles nowadays. 

In place of indomitable sportsmen, we 
must contend with those who feign injury, 
hoodwink match officials or deliberately 
deceive their paying audience. 

Thankfully, the majority of professional 
sportsmen and women are not like this, 
but words such as ‘pugnacious’ and 
‘undaunted’ appear to be disappearing 
from the sporting lexicon. 

Trevor Bailey, who played 61 Tests for 
England and became only the second 
Englishman after Wilfred Rhodes to score 
2,000 runs and take 100 wickets, was a 
plucky, doughty and courageous cricketer 
who delighted in his nickname of ‘The 
Barnacle’. 

He attracted the sobriquet because 
when he was at the crease, it was nigh on 
impossible to get him out. 

In the first Test against Australia at 
Brisbane in the 1958/59 Ashes series, 
Bailey scored 68 runs which took seven 
hours and 38 minutes to accumulate. 

Incredibly, he faced 426 balls, but 
scored from only 40. He reached 50 in 
three minutes short of six hours. 

This remains the slowest half-century 
ever scored in first class cricket. 

If you needed a cricketer to wear down 
the opposition, the Barnacle was your 
man. While some of this engaging book’s

comprehensive statistics highlight the 
extent to which he could ‘drop anchor’ 
when required, Trevor Bailey was more 
than a stone-waller. 

His 7-34 against the West Indies at 
Sabina Park, Jamaica, remained the Test 
ground’s best bowling figures for fifty 
years. 

Many will remember Bailey as one of the 
voices of Test Match cricket where his 
post-match summaries were invariably 
succinct one-liners, a skill which prompted 
Christopher Martin-Jenkins to call him “the 
greatest distiller since Johnny Walker”. 

But away from cricket, he was one of 
life’s all-rounders. 

He trained and worked as a teacher and 
was part of Walthamstow’s winning team 
that won the 1952 FA Amateur Cup, 
though it was in cricketing whites that he 
made his mark. 

“The best before Botham” is how many 
have described Bailey, a man who rev¬ 
elled in difficult, rearguard situations. 

His obduracy against the Australians at 
Lord’s in 1953, when he helped save the 
match, enabled England to go on and 
regain the Ashes. 

Trevor Bailey, who died last year in trag¬ 
ic circumstances, was a very special 
sportsman and gentleman for whom the 
word valiant was, as this fine biography 
shows, tailor-made.

THE greatest sporting 
show on earth is upon 
us. 

And it’s only right that 
David Beckham is not play¬ 
ing an active role in the 
London Olympics. 

One of the biggest pre- 
Games stories centred 
around the fact that Stuart 
Pearce failed to include the 
most capped outfield player 
in England’s history in his 
18-man GB squad. 

Surely he deserved his 
place for all the work he did 
away from the cameras, 
meeting and greeting and 
shaking hands with various 
powerful figures to help 
Great Britain win the 
Games seven years ago? 

If that was the case, then 
Seb Coe should be a shoe-in 
for the 1,500m instead of 
Ross Murray or Andy 
Baddeley. 

Beckham has had his day 
in the sunshine - lots of 
them - and it was the cor¬ 
rect decision on footballing 
grounds alone not to select 
him. 

Pearce’s decision will also 
enable the Olympics to be 
played out in a Becks-free 
zone. 

The media spotlight on 
him, and the GB football 
team, would have no doubt 
reached saturation point 
had he been part of the 
squad. 

The column inches devot¬ 
ed to him would have been 
out of all proportion to real¬ 
ity. 

The reality should be that 
the Olympics is about the 
track and field athletes, the 
cyclists, the rowers, the 
divers. 

Not about pampered foot¬ 
ballers with millions in 
their bank accounts who 
train a few hours a day 
before sorting out their next 
lucrative sponsorship deal. 

I don’t really think football 
should be an Olympic sport. 
After all, the players aren’t 
short of major international 
competitions to compete in. 

For the same reason, I’m 
not too comfortable about 
tennis being an Olympic 
sport either. 

We’ve just played 
Wimbledon, and what a 
great tournament it was. 

Now most of the same top 
players are coming back a 
few weeks later to play each 
other again on the same 
courts. 

Golf is being introduced at 
the next Games, in Rio, and 
I can’t see the point in that 
one either. 

The Olympics transcends 
all other competitions for 
most sports. 

Legends can be created in 
seconds, and that is not the 
case with some World 
Champ-ionships.

Would the Canadian’s

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In a swimming pool, there 
are no such variations, no 
huge amount of tactics. You 
can hardly throw in a few 
slower strokes, can you, like 
a fast bowler can at times 
reduce his pace in cricket? 

When you stop to think 
about it - I mean, really 
think about it - then the sac¬ 
rifices, the sheer bloody-

But, for the moment, step 
forward the likes of New 
Forest handball player Dan 
McMillan. 

Step forward,

Step forward James Foad,

Step forward all the other 
men and women from sports 
that hardly ever matter to 
the public.

Rebecca Adlington and her 
Olympic peers must com¬ 
plete hundreds of thousands 
of lengths of a pool every 
year.

More informa¬ 
tion is available at the DEFRA 
website (www.defra.gov.uk/ 
wildlife-pets/pets/travel) and 
from veterinary practices. 

Of course, travelling does 
not suit every pet and own¬ 
ers will need to consider their 
own pet’s temperament 
carefully. But with a bit of 
thought and attention to de¬ 
tail, such as taking plenty of 
supplies of everything the pet 
needs and having the de¬ 
tails of a local vet in case of 
emergency, it can make for 
an enjoyable holiday.

ASK THE VET 



Royal Canin vet 
Gudi Stuttard 
answers some 
of your pet 
health questions. 


Q Every time I take my puppy in the car she is 
sick within ten minutes. Is there anything I 
can do to make her better? 

jk You are not alone - unfortunately it seems 
that some dogs do suffer from car sickness, 
just like some people. While your puppy may never 
be a great car passenger there are some things 
that you can try which could help the situation. Cer¬ 
tainly try to avoid feeding her just before you travel 
as a full stomach will just make any nausea worse. 

It may also be that she is still a bit nervous about 
travelling in the car and this is contributing to the 
problem. Try to gradually reintroduce her to going 
in the car. Start with just short periods without the 
engine even running, giving her plenty of praise so 
that she associates the car with a positive experi¬ 
ence. Slowly build this up until you can switch on 
the engine and drive a short distance, all the while 
stopping before she gets agitated and rewarding 
her with praise. Special pheromone sprays can help 
keep dogs calm too. 

Discuss the problem with your vet too - there are 
some anti-nausea medications which can help in 
severe circumstances so it may be that this is an op¬ 
tion for you for certain necessary journeys. 


My two cats always go to the cattery when I 
go away. One has no problem with this but 
the other one seems to find it a bit stressful 
and he is always a bit withdrawn for a week or so 
when he gets home. Is there anything I can do to 
help him? 

A Do they share an enclosure when they are 
at the cattery? Although your two cats live 
together and sometimes sharing can be a com¬ 
fort, many cats need their own space and find be¬ 
ing confined with another quite stressful. It may be 
worth giving them an enclosure each next time to 
see if things improve. 

If your cat has a favourite bed or toy this may 
be a comfort at the cattery. You could also consid¬ 
er wiping a damp cloth along his cheeks and then 
at cat height around the enclosure when you get 
there - the staff might think you are mad but it will 
help transfer his own scent to the environment. 

Using special pheromone sprays around the 
home, in the cat carrier and at the enclosure can 
help relax your cat too. And you could ask your vet 
if they think Royal Canin’s special Calm diet might 
help.

HUGE NIGHT IN MY 


Mascarenhas 
hails Hants 
t20 heroes 



AS HE reflected on Hampshire’s 
dramatic win against 
Nottinghamshire on the floodlit 
Trent Bridge outfield, Dim! 
Mascarenhas declared it to be 
one of the most satisfying 
nights of his career. 

There have been many memorable 
occasions for Hampshire during 
Mascarenhas’s 16 years with the 
county, not least the Lord’s final 
wins of 2005 and 2009, the latter as 
captain. 

But beating Notts in front of a par¬ 
tisan 11,000-plus crowd on the banks 
of the River Trent was a tremendous 
achievement that ranks high on 
Mascarenhas’s CV. 

It spoke volumes for the way the 
34-year-old has led the Royals 
throughout the tournament that 
they held their nerve in such a 
febrile atmosphere. 

Dismissing his former Hampshire 
teammate Michael Lumb, for a 32- 
ball 39, delighted Mascarenhas 
before Samit Patel’s 33-ball 60 fired 
Notts to 178-7. 

“They got away from us when we 
bowled,” admitted Mascarenhas. 
“We knew they had a strong batting 
line up and it was a flat wicket. 

“We just tried to restrict as much 
as we could. In the end they proba¬ 
bly got 15-20 too many, but that’s the 
nature of the game. 

“We knew we were going to have 
to bat well to get 178.” 

Earlier this month, Notts beat 
Lancashire at Trent Bridge on their 
way to topping the North Group, 
having conceded 178-4. 

But that was after being set a 
revised Duckworth-Lewis target of 
52. 

Never before had Notts failed to 
defend a t20 total as big as 178 in a 
match unaffected by rain. 

Notts successfully chased 192 to 
win at home to Derbyshire in 2010 
and 207 to win off the penultimate 
ball against Yorkshire in 2004. 

But until Wednesday night, the 
biggest t20 total chased down by an 
away side at Trent Bridge was 173-7, 
which was overhauled by 
Lancashire in a group game three 
years ago. 

And that was a dead rubber at the 
end of the group stage, with Notts 
having no chance of qualifying for 
the last eight 

Unlike Hampshire the other night, 
Lancashire were able to complete a 
comfortable nine-wicket win. 

The character Hampshire showed 
after collapsing to 78-5 at halfway, 
needing another 101 from the last

ten overs, made their achievement 
all the more impressive. 

“We were right up against it, ideal¬ 
ly you don’t want to be five wickets 
down with ten overs to go!” smiled 
Mascarenhas afterwards. 

Hampshire began impressively. 
Their 61-2 during the powerplay sur¬ 
passed the 57-2 Notts made during 
their first six overs and would have 
proved the difference had Neil 
McKenzie been out to the last ball of 
the match. 

That would have left the sides neck 
and neck on 178-7 with the power- 
play scores being the decider when 
sides are tied on wickets lost as well

But when Sean Ervine and Glenn 
Maxwell were dismissed in the 
Samit Patel over that left the Royals 
78-5, McKenzie and Liam Dawson 
could not look further ahead than 
the next ball.

PRE-SEASON title favourites 
Waterlooville are out of the run¬ 
ning for Hampshire League 
honours before the County 
Division 1 title race has even 
reached the final turn. 

A single-wicket defeat to an Aaron 
Barker inspired Ellingham was 
Ville’s third of the rain dogged sum¬ 
mer and leaves them in an unex¬ 
pectedly low seventh place, writes 
MIKE VIMPANY. 

With only five matches remaining, 
Waterlooville have virtually no 
hope of overhauling top two 
Portsmouth & Southsea and Ryde, 
who went into today’s 13th round of 
matches still undefeated. 

In contrast, beating Waterloville 
on their own Rowlands Avenue soil 
- which they probably didn’t expect 
to do - is a major fillip to Ellingham 
in their bid to claw away from an 
increasingly congested relegation 
zone. 

Andover II and winless 
Bedhampton look as though they 
might struggle to stay up. 

But Ellingham are among eight 
teams on the two-win mark, so 
there’s going to be a frantic survival 
scrap to avoid the third relegation 
place in the coming weeks. 

Ville were desperate to get the 
Ellingham game on after all the bad 
weather and when lanky South 
African John Grewar (57) piloted 
them to 82-2 all seemed well. 

But the last eight batsmen barely 
managed to double the total as the 
Ville, with the aid of three run-outs, 
contrived to tumble to 166 all out. 

Henry Shutler, Joe Priestly and 
Pete Doust shared six of the other 
wickets. 

When Ellingham slumped to 17-3 
that modest Waterlooville target 
didn’t look achievable. 

But Barker, who finished with 71 
not out, stopped the rot and shared in 
fruitful stands with Jim Edwards (31) 
and 30 for the seventh with teenage 
left-arm spinner Dave Doust, once of 
the Parley Pirates indoor team. 

When the ninth wicket fell, last 
man Pete Thompson joined Barker, 
who got Ellingham across the line 
with three balls to spare. 

Portsmouth & Southsea are effec¬ 
tively four points clear of second- 
placed Ryde after beating St Cross 
Symondians III by 47 runs at St 
James’s Park. 

P & S were light on batting due to 
unavailabilities, but ever-reliable 
South African Ash Wallace (79) 
took his run aggregate past the 500- 
mark to underpin a formidable 258- 
5 total.

Scoreboard honours legend 


THE late Bernie Harrison will for¬ 
ever be synonymous with 
Basingstoke & North Hants, who 
have named the new electronic 
scoreboard at May’s Bounty in his 
memory. 

Harrison, pictured left, who died 
in 2006 aged 71 years, was a leg¬ 
end in Basingstoke cricket circles, 
scoring a staggering 22,533 runs 
for the club, besides taking more 
than 1,600 wickets and snapping 
up almost 800 catches. 

A teacher by profession, he was 
on Hampshire’s books in his 
younger years and played twice in 
the 1961 County Championship 
winning side. He also played foot¬ 
ball for Saints, Portsmouth, 

Crystal Palace and Exeter City.

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Bowlers to get 
another chance

ENGLAND’S squad announce¬ 
ment tomorrow for the second 
Test against South Africa 
looks likely to see the bowling 
attack which struggled at the 
Oval given another chance. 

A humbling innings defeat in 
London led to the usual calls 
for a review of the balance of 
the side - but this week’s LV 
County Championship 
teamsheets would appear to 
suggest otherwise. 

While the pre-series hype 
surrounded the battle 
between the two best pace 
attacks in the world, it was 
South Africa’s fearsome top- 
order batsmen who hogged 
the limelight at the Oval as 
James Anderson, Stuart 
Broad and Tim Bresnan com¬ 
bined for only two wickets. 

Steven Finn and Graham 
Onions are ever-present as 
threats to the established trio, 
and were watched by national 
selector James Whitaker as 
they went head to head at 
Chester-le-Street while those 
who featured at the Oval rest¬ 
ed up. 

Finn took the new ball for 
Middlesex as Onions’ Durham 
side crumbled to 102 all out, 
the rangy paceman taking one 
wicket in ten economical pre¬ 
lunch overs and returning to 
claim the last scalp. 

Onions responded with one 
for 36 in 14 overs, figures 
which did not do justice to the 
quality of his bowling, but it 
appears unlikely either will 
force their way into con¬ 
tention at Headingley. 

Nottinghamshire, mean¬ 
while, took to the field with¬ 
out either Broad or spinner 
Graeme Swann among their 
number as they bowled out 
Sussex for 171 yesterday. 

A memory of England’s 
recent past, on-loan Steve 
Harmison, provided 
Yorkshire’s international pedi¬ 
gree in the absence of Bresnan 
against Leicestershire, while 
Anderson’s Lancashire are not 
in action this week. 

There has even been some 
talk of a switch to five spe¬ 
cialist bowlers, after Ravi 
Bopara’s return to the side 
brought only 22 runs and a 
pair of sloppy dismissals. 

The Essex man followed that 
up with a two-ball duck in 
Tuesday’s Friends Life t20 
quarter-final against 
Somerset and will have no 
further opportunity to play 
himself back into form before 
the squad announcement, 
with his side also not in 
Championship action. 

His place appears safe, 
though - barring second- 
innings heroics from either 
Finn or Onions coupled with a 
surprise selection rethink - 
after his main rivals for the 
number six spot were named 
in the England Lions squad to 
face Australia A from August 
7, the day after the scheduled 
finish to the Test. 

Eoin Morgan, jettisoned after 
a dismal series against 
Pakistan in the United Arab 
Emirates, was yesterday named 
captain in a squad which also 
includes Yorkshire’s Jonny 
Bairstow, the man in posses¬ 
sion against the West Indies 
earlier this summer.

Ground key to 
Askar Tau’s 
Goodwood bid 

■ HORSE RACING 

A total of 14 entries have been 
received for the £100,000 Group 
Two Artemis Goodwood Cup 
(3.15pm), which is part of the 
QIPCO British Champion Series, 
run over two miles on the third 
day of Glorious Goodwood on 
Thursday (August 2). 

The entries are headed by 
Colour Vision, who battled on 
gamely to score by a half-length 
from Opinion Poll in the Gold 
Cup at Royal Ascot on June 21, 
with a neck back to John Oxx’s 
Saddler’s Rock, who is likely to 
reoppose. 

As well as Colour Vision, 
Godolphin could be represented 
by last year’s runner-up Lost In 
The Moment and Cavalryman, 
who was a Group One winner 
over 12 furlongs as a three-year- 
old and has won his last two 
starts in Listed company over 
longer distances. 

Simenon is another intended 
runner from across the Irish 
Sea, representing Ireland’s 
champion jump trainer Willie 
Mullins. The five-year-old com¬ 
pleted a unique double at Royal 
Ascot, winning the Ascot 
Handicap on June 19 before an 
impressive seven-length success 
in the Queen Alexandra Stakes 
on June 23. 

The entries also include John 
Gosden’s Nehaam, while Marcus 
Tregoning is likely to run dual 
Group Two winner Askar Tau. 
The seven-year-old won the 
Lonsdale Cup and the Doncaster 
Cup in 2009 and also bagged the 
Group Three Sagaro Stakes at 
Ascot in April, 2011. 

This season he has failed to 
win but was only beaten four 
and three-quarter lengths in the 
Gold Cup at Royal Ascot when 
plugging on from the rear to be 
fifth. 

Tregoning, based at Kingwood 
House Stables in Lambourn, 
said: “Askar Tau is a likely run¬ 
ner in the Artemis Goodwood 
Cup. He is in good form but he 
has never had his ground this 
year. 

“He is a proper top of the 
ground horse so we just have to 
hope we get normal fast summer 
ground at Goodwood. 

“He ran a great race in the 
Gold Cup at Ascot, like he did 
the previous year, and realisti¬ 
cally he will always have an 
each-way chance, but the faster 
the ground is, the better his 
chance will be. 

“He was quite disappointing on 
his only start at Goodwood and 
it can be difficult because some 
of them just don’t like it. It’s 
just a matter of trying to get 
him to travel properly and not 
get too far out of his ground, 
which happened at Ascot.” 

The only mare among the 
entries is Paul Deegan’s rapidly 
improving Midnight Soprano, 
but she is more likely to run in 
the £55,000 Group Three iShares 
Fillies’ Stakes (3.45pm) over a 
mile and three-quarters, for 
which 20 entries have been 
received. 

Marcus Tregoning will also be 
represented in the Group Three 
iShares Fillies’ Stakes by 
Hawafeez, who won a Listed 
race at Newbury by four lengths 
on her only start this season in 
May.
